Mass  CEPP 
Staff  Meeting 

The  seven  OMI  schools  par¬ 
ticipating  in  the  CEPP  (Com¬ 
munity  Education  Planning 
Project)  joined  forces  on  Mon¬ 
day,  November  9,  in  a  meeting  of 
the  teachers,  administrators 
and  paraprofessional  staff 
(teacher  aides  and  library  aides 
who  are  drawn  from  he  com¬ 
munity)  to  discuss  the  need  for 
continuing  the  CEPP  after  the 
current  funding  stops. 

On  June  30,  1971,  the  third 
operational  year  of  what  began 
with  a  year  and  a  half  of  plan¬ 
ning,  will  come  to  a  halt.  All  of 
the  parents  of  children  who  are 
attending  the  elementary  schools 
in  this  community,  and  residents 
who  do  not  have  children  in  the 
schools,  have  been  asked  for  their 
reactions  to  the  work  of  the 
project  and  the  importance  of 
continuing  it. 

The  staffs  of  Commodore  Sloat, 
Farragut,  Jose  Ortega,  St. 
Emydius,  St.  Michael’s,  San 
Miguel,  and  Sheridan  school  met 
at  Commodore  Sloat  School, 
dividing  into  small  discussion 
groups  to  consider  what  the  most

'Mod  Squad'  in  OMI 


“The  majority  of  crimes  are 
committed  by  people  under  25 
years  of  age.”  So  says  Officer  Joe 
Williams  who,  with  his  partner 
Officer  Art  Tapia,  make  up  the 
Ingleside  Police  District’s  Youth 
Crime  Prevention  Detail,  the 
only  one  of  its  kind  in  San  Fran¬ 
cisco. 

Their  job  is  to  put  a  damper  on 
crime  by  getting  to  know  the 
youths  in  the  community  and 
reasoning  with  them.  Williams 
feels  that  it  is  easier  for  a  Black 
and  Chicano  team  to  relate  to  the 


youths.  Tapia,  himself,  ran  with  a 
gang  in  the  Mission  District  and 
feels  he  knows  the  problems  and 
can  .speak  the  language.  This, 
combined  with  their  “hip”  ap¬ 
pearance,  has  given  them  the 
label  of  “The  Mod  Squad.” 

“We  try  to  find  out  why  an  inci¬ 
dent  occured  rather  than  book  a 
kid  immediately,”  said  Tapia. 
“As  police  officers,”  Williams 
continued,  “we  have  a  choice.  We 
can  book  an  offender,  cite  him,  or 
admonish  him.”  Much  of  their

It’s  very  difficult  to  wade  through  all  the  bureaucratic  nonsense  that 
goes  on  in  the  school  system  and  it  requires  the  whole  community’s 
support.

They  will 
however,  need  more  and  more  support  as  the  problems  become  more 
and  more  demanding.

Dear  Editor, 

Since  I  became  interested  in 
the  activities  of  the  OMI  I  have 
been  very  impressed  by  the  hun¬ 
dreds  of  unpaid  volunteers  who 
are  extremely  dedicated  in  their 
efforts  to  improve  existing  condi¬ 
tions  in  the  OMI  area. 

I  think  that  their  influence 
would  be  greatly  extended  if  cer¬ 
tain  attitudes  of  the  local  resi¬ 
dents  were  different.  For  ex¬ 
ample,  people  frequently  refer  to 
the  OMI  newspaper  as  a 
‘throwout’.  This  is  far  from  the 
truth.  It  is  the  single,  most  valu¬ 
able  vehicle  of  important  in¬ 
formation  of  all  the  OMI  organi¬ 
zations.  Perhaps  people  do  not 
realize  what  a  useful  reference  it 
is  for  all  current  local  activities. 

In  talking  to  advertisers  I  found 
their  attitude  to  be  that  $10  spent 
on  advertising  this  month  should 
ensure  a  certain  amount  of  profit 
next  month.  This  is  fine  for  a 
short-term  policy,  but  what  about 
a  year  from  now?  If  the  news¬ 
paper  should  fail  for  want  of  ad¬ 
vertising,  the  work  of  the  hun¬ 
dreds  of  volunteers  who  are  striv¬ 


ing  to  prevent  decay  from  ruining 
the  neighborhood  would  be  se¬ 
riously  undermined.  If  decay 
should  set  in  it  would  be  only  a 
matter  of  time  before  the  busi¬ 
nesses  would  be  drastically  af¬ 
fected. 

In  the  area  of  education  I  found 
almost  a  total  lack  of  any 
kind  of  attitude  because  of 
the  lack  of  realization  of  what 
CEPP  has  done  for  the  children 
of  seven  local  elementary 
schools.  I  talked  to  several  par¬ 
ents  who  took  for  granted  that  the 
advantages  now  existing  because 
of  the  efforts  of  CEPP  were  there 
quite  automatically  and  would  go 
on  indefinitely.  Such  is  not  the 
case.  They  are  the  result  of  years 
of  effort  and  they  are  in  danger  of 
being  terminated  next  June. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  the  value 
of  the  OMI  newspaper  as  the  ‘life¬ 
blood’  of  all  the  OMI  groups 
should  be  explained  to  the  public. 
We  need  it  to  ensure  that  the  ex¬ 
cellent  work  done  by  the  OMI 
organizations  is  not  wasted 
through  lack  of  publicity.

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Will  CEPP  Continue? 
Community  Can  Help 

By  Marie  Badaracco 

What  will  happen  to  the  program  of  special  services  in  the  OMI 
schools  next  year?  This  was  the  burning  question  before  the  joint 
meeting  of  the  OMI  Education  Committee  and  its  vigorous  right  arm, 
the  CEPP  Administrative  Council  on  October  22.  The  lively  and  well- 
attended  session  took  up  the  issue  of  whether  the  federally-funded  proj¬ 
ect  to  improve  the  language  arts  program,  especially  reading  skills, 
in  our  community  would  continue  when  the  current  three-year  con¬ 
tract  expires  this  June.  At  stake  are:  a  library  aide  and  a  class-room 
aide  in  each  OMI  school,  extra  librarian,  two  reading  resource 
teachers  for  OMI  schools,  eight  tutorial  centers,  workshops  for  teach¬ 
ers  coordinated  by  CEPP,  an  extra  teacher  in  each  school,  programs 
to  inventory  abilities  of  kindergarten  children  and  assist  parents  to 
prepare  children  for  a  successful  school  experience,  extra  materials 
for  the  schools,  a  person  from  each  community  school  actively  in¬ 
volved  with  the  planning  and  execution  of  programs  growing  out  of 
CEPP  Administrative  Council  Meetings,  and  finally,  an  Administra¬ 
tive  Council  that  determines  what  the  CEPP  will  do  consisting  of 
School  District  personnel,  members  of  the  Community,  and  faculty 
from  San  Francisco  State  College. 

“Any  possible  future  for  all  that  CEPP  represents  will  depend  in  the 
largest  measure  on  the  expressed  desires  of  the  people  in  the  OMI 
Community.”  So  states  the  Project  Director,  Carlos  Ruling.  Other 
school  staff  and  OMI  representatives  at  the  meeting  concurred  with 
his  statement.  An  immediate  plan  to  survey  parent  opinion  in  regard 
to  the  CEPP  program  will  begin.  A  special  meeting  will  be  called  to 
acquaint  all  OMI  teachers  with  the  consequences  of  the  program’s  de¬ 
mise  and  at  the  same  time  to  afford  all  staff  with  a  chance  to  talk  to¬ 
gether  about  mutual  problems  and  possible  solutions. 

Most  important,  however,  will  be  the  reaction  of  the  entire  OMI 
Community  to  the  project.  What  is  thought  of  the  program  now?  What 
should  be  a  part  of  any  future  planning?  These  are  crucial  questions  to 
be  answered  by  the  Community.  Proposals  for  next  year’s  school 
budget  are  now  being  formulated.  Unless  the  school  ' chiefs,  local, 
state,  and  federal  know  our  people  care  and  are  involved  in  the  deci¬ 
sions  for  our  community,  it  is  very  likely  our  needs  will  be  overlooked 
in  the  competitive  quest  for  the  school  dollar.

Dialogue  With 
Assemblyman  Leo  McCarthy 

Recapture  of  control  of  the  Legislature  by  the  Democrats  has  deep 
significance  for  OMI.  It  in  all  probability  means  that  this  district,  an 
area  unified  in  spirit  by  its  very  diversity,  will  not  be  split  up  in  the  re¬ 
districting  process  for  narrow  partisan  ends. 

But  before  explaining  the  outlook,  may  I  comment  on  the  local  re¬ 
sults?  I  accept  the  fact  that  I  received  the  largest  number  of  votes  of 
any  San  Francisco  Assemblyman,  not  in  exultation  but  with  an  added 
sense  of  responsibility. 

I  also  take  pleasure  in  complimenting  my  major  opponent,  Les 
Payne,  for  insisting  upon  a  dignified  and  honorable  campaign  in  his 
behalf,  sticking  to  decent  discusssion  of  the  issues  as  I  did.  Mr.  Payne 
is  a  fine  man.  Those  who  voted  for  him  have  my  respect,  and  a  pledge 
that  as  always  I  shall  work  for  all  citizens  of  the  Nineteenth  District  — 
not  just  those  who  supported  me. 

Now,  as  for  the  significance  of  the  statewide  legislative  results  as 
they  affect  OMI.  Because  other  areas  of  the  State,  notably  Santa  Clara 
County  and  several  Southern  California  counties,  have  shown  a 
population  spurt  while  our  City  remains  static,  the  mandatory  re¬ 
districting  will  reduce  San  Francisco’s  representation  in  the 
Legislature  —  now  two  Senators  and  four  Assemblymen. 

If  the  Republicans  had  come  out  of  the  election  with  complete  con¬ 
trol  of  the  redistricting  process,  the  temptation  would  have  been  irre¬ 
sistible  to  create  boundaries  —  however  wild  and  artificial  —  to  carve 
out  a  Republican  Assembly  district  from  portions  of  San  Francisco 
and  adjacent  counties  —  San  Mateo  or  Marin. 

With  a  Republican  Governor  but  a  Democratic  majority  in  the 
Legislature,  compromise  will  rule  and  the  danger  of  a  splintering  of 
the  OMI  is  remote. 

I  can  write  with  some  authority  on  this  subject,  because  I  am  cur¬ 
rently  a  member  of  the  Assembly  Committee  on  Elections.  I  intend  to 
continue  to  have  a  strong  voice  in  the  inevitably  long  and  complicated 
discussion  that  will  precede  the  final  re-mapping  for  reapportionment.

permitted  under  safeguards.  He 
sets  forth  his  arguments  in  a  con¬ 
troversial  book,  “Marijuana,  the 
New  Prohibition.”  His  argu¬ 
ments  are  based  on  extensive  re¬ 
search  as  a  member  of  a  com¬ 
mission  to  study  and  recommend 
revisions  in  the  California  Penal 
Code.  Professor  Kaplan’s  views, 
incidentally,  are  not  shared  by 
most  legislators  and  law  enforce¬ 
ment  officers;  the  most  import¬ 


ant  one  of  these  latter,  Attorney 
General  John  Mitchell,  has 
voiced  strong  opposition  to  aboli¬ 
tion  of  the  penal  approach  to 
marijuana  control.

Mooney,  director  and  coordinator 
of  the  Association.  Funds  for 
reconstruction  have  been  prom¬ 
ised  by  the  City  for  December  or 
January  but,  he  said,  “if  the 
money  is  not  forthcoming  by  that 
time,  the  community  may  need  to 
appear  at  the  mayor’s  office  en 
masse  to  demonstrate  the 
seriousness  of  OMI’s  concern.” 
Mike  also  said  he  felt  it  signifi¬ 
cant  that  a  young  member  of  the 
community  had  been  elected  to 
an  office,  and  that  the  Associa¬ 
tion’s  response  to  the  needs  and 
ideas  of  young  people  is  impera¬ 
tive.  The  director  continued  by 
saying  that  since  OMI  has  now 
been  declared  a  target  area,  an 
effort  must  be  made  to  see  to  it 
that  the  community  gets  its  fan- 
share  of  EOC  funds.  BART  and 
foster  homes  for  the  mentally  re¬ 
tarded  in  the  OMI  were  the  two 
final  issues  Mr.  Mooney  pointed 
to. 

Mrs.  Donneter  Lane,  assistant 
to  the  director  of  the  CEPP, 
ended  the  evening  by  voicing  her 
feelings  that  the  Association’s  top 
priority  should  be  the  youth.  She 
cited  lack  of  activities,  counsel¬ 
ing  and  leadership,  and  the 
existence  of  a  real  drug  problem, 
as  evidence  of  the  importance  of 
this  concern.

pressing  needs  are  in  their  class¬ 
rooms  and  schools,  and  the  over¬ 
all  importance  of  finding  a  source 
of  funding  for  the  next  year.  Rec¬ 
ommended  changes  in  emphasis 
were  considered,  as  well  as 
retention  of  elements  that  have 
been  of  greatest  assistance.  At¬ 
tendance  totaled  well  over  150 
staff  members,  and  gave  the 
teachers  from  the  various  schools 
the  opportunity  to  compare  then- 
experiences  and  share  their  reac¬ 
tions.  Their  recommendations 
will  be  presented  to  the  Board  of 
Education,  along  with  those  from 
the  community  in  a  proposal  to 
fund  the  project  for  the  1971-1972 
school  year.

EOC  Declares  OMI 
Poverty  Target  Area 


'Mod  Squad' 


Ocean  View,  Merced  Heights 
and  Ingleside  have  been  declared 
poverty  target  areas  by  the  Eco¬ 
nomic  Opportunity  Council 
(EOC).  At  the  OMI  Association’s 
October  Town  Meeting,  Jack 
Morrison,  Director  of  Planning 
for  EOC,  discussed  what  this  des¬ 
ignation  means  to  the  OMI  com¬ 
munity. 

Mr.  Morrison  began  by  review¬ 
ing  the  OMI  Association’s  pre¬ 
vious  contact  with  EOC  in  which 
OMI  applied  for  a  $29,000  grant. 
EOC  included  this  request  in  its 
1970  budget  but  was  forbidden  by 
the  Office  of  Economic  Oppor¬ 
tunity  (OEO)  in  Washington  to 
establish  any  new  programs. 

In  addition,  OEO  ordered  EOC 
to  re-organize  its  entire  operation 
in  order  to  conform  to  the  new  di¬ 
rection  being  taken  by  the  Nixon 
administration  in  its  anti-poverty 
program.  “The  tendency,”  said 
Mr.  Morrison,  “is  for  Washington 
to  pre-package  programs  and  to 
get  away  from  community  action 
which  allows  communities  to  lay¬ 
out  their  own  programs.”  EOC 
was  also  required  by  OEO  to  ex¬ 
tend  its  poverty  boundaries. 
“Hunters  Point,  Central  City, 
Chinatown,  Mission  and  Western 
Addition,”  said  Mr.  Morrison, 
“represent  only  70  per  cent  of  the 
poor  population  in  San  Fran¬ 
cisco.”  As  a  result,  OMI,  Haight- 
Ashbury,  Visitacion  Valley,  The 
Richmond,  Outer  Mission  and 
The  Great  Highway  were  de¬ 
clared  EOC  poverty  areas. 

EOC  based  its  findings  on  1960 
census  data  (1970  census  figures 
have  not  been  released  yet)  sup¬ 
plemented  by  additional  poverty 
information  such  as  statistics  on 
median  income,  unemployment 
rate,  incidence  of  tuberculosis, 
crime,  deteriorating  housing,  Aid 
to  Families  with  Dependent  Chil¬ 
dren  (AFDC),  Old  Age  Security 
(OAS),  and  ethnic  concentration. 
“OMI,”  said  Mr.  Morrison, 
“qualified  as  a  poverty  com¬ 
munity  by  almost  every  poverty 
indicator.  Merced  Heights  has  a 
median  income  of  $6,800,  its  un¬ 
employment  rate  is  5.2  per  cent, 
there  are  21  AFDC  cases  for  1000, 
and  12  OAS  cases  per  1000;  Ingle- 
side’s  median  income  is  $5,400,  it, 


has  4.7  per  cent  unemployment, 
28  AFDC  cases  per  1000  and  17 
OAS  cases  per  1000.” 

Mr.  Morrison  was  asked  if 
EOC’s  budget  had  been  extended 
to  serve  these  new  areas.  He  re¬ 
plied,  “Even  though  the  target 
areas  have  been  expanded,  we  do 
not  expect  any  more  money  from 
Washington;  in  fact,  I  believe  the 
Nixon  administration  will  cut 
back  our  funding  even  further 
this  year.” 

When  asked  what  OMI  could 
expect  by  being  designated  a 
poverty  area,  Mr.  Morrison  an¬ 
swered,  “It  does  not  confirm  any 
benefits  on  anyone.”  He  did  ad¬ 
vise  the  OMI  Association,  how¬ 
ever,  to  submit  another  funding 
proposal  concentrating  on  EOC’s 
top  priority  areas  of  Housing, 
Education,  Economic  Develop¬ 
ment,  Consumer  Protection  and 
Manpower  Training.  “EOC,”  he 
said,  “is  not  a  service  organiza¬ 
tion  or  another  welfare  agency. 
We  want  to  pilot  demonstration 
programs  that  will  result  in 
permanent  economic  and  social 
changes  in  the  community.” 

A  resident  asked  why  OMI  was 
added  to  the  Hunters  Point  Dis¬ 
trict  Council.  Mr.  Morrison  re¬ 
plied,  “We  decided  to  extend  the 
existing  poverty  areas  rather 
than  set-up  new  districts  because 
the  expense  of  separate  adminis¬ 
trative  councils  is  prohibitive.” 
Apprehension  was  then  voiced 
from  the  audience  that  OMI 
would  not  be  able  to  get  a  sep¬ 
arate  program  through  the  Hunt¬ 
ers  Point  District  Council: 
“OMI’s  problems  are  different 
from  Hunters  Point.  You  will  only 
create  human  conflicts  by  lump¬ 
ing  us  with  them  and  having  us 
fight  for  the  money.”  “You  have 
a  right  to  be  fearful,”  said  Mr. 
Morrison,  “but  it  seemed  the  best 
thing  to  do.”  He  then  added, 
“OMI’s  only  guarantee  is  that 
EOC  is  under  orders  from  Wash¬ 
ington  to  serve  all  the  poor  people 
and  so  we  must  accept  some  pro¬ 
posal  from  the  OMI  community.”

job  is  follow-up  work:  talking  to 
parents,  schools,  the  Youth 
Guidance  Center  and  the 
Juvenile  Bureau  Probation  Of¬ 
ficers. 

Tapia’s  and  Williams’  ef¬ 
fectiveness  can  be  measured  by 
the  smaller  number  of  calls  on  ju¬ 
venile  complaints  and  the  re¬ 
duced  use  of  hard  drugs  at  Bal¬ 
boa  High  School.  In  other  areas, 
there  is  not  as  much  animosity  by 
youths  toward  uniformed  police 
officers  and  marked  police  cars, 
or  as  many  gang  confrontations, 
as  in  the  past.  Of  further  signifi¬ 
cance  is  the  fact  that  the  youths 
are  now  coming  to  Tapia  and 
Williams  with  complaints  md 
asking  them  to  be  their  advo¬ 
cates.  As  Tapia  put  it:  “They 
come  to  us  and  say,  ‘Will  you  pigs 
tell  those  pigs  to  cool  it?’  ” 

The  officers  recalled  such  an 
incident  at  Balboa  High  with  a 
complaint  about  hall  patrol  aides.

By  talking  to  the  school  ad¬ 
ministrators  and  the  aides  them¬ 
selves,  Tapia  and  Williams  were 
able  to  ease  the  tension. 

Another  case  involved  a  rash  of 
incidents  on  Ocean  Avenue  buses 
during  school  rush  hours.  The 
officers  not  only  talked  to  the  stu¬ 
dents  but  got  the  Muni  to  add 
more  buses  on  the  line. 

Their  concern  for  the  youths  in 
the  community,  however,  is  not 
limited  strictly  to  police  matters. 
When  T&pia  and  Williams  heard 
that  Ocean  View  Playground  had 
been  trying  unsuccessfully  for 
one  and  a  half  years  to  order  a 
ping-pong  table  through  the  Park 
and  Recreation  Department, 
they,  along  with  Captain  Conroy, 
who  has  since  been  transferred 
from  Ingleside  Station,  arranged 
to  have  a  table  donated  to  the 
playground.  Tapia’s  father,  in 
turn,  made  the  saw-horses. 

Captain  Ludlow,  who  inherited 
the  Ingleside  Youth  Crime  Pre¬ 
vention  Detail  from  Captain  Con¬ 
roy,  said  it  is  an  expensive  opera¬ 
tion.  But  added,  “While  the  Youth 
Crime  Prevention  Detail  is  still 
on  a  trial  basis,  we  do  not  plan  to 
eliminate  it  unless,  in  our  opin¬ 
ion,  these  men  can  be  put  to  bet¬ 
ter  use.”
